3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Asakawa et al teach an ordered porous nanocomposite material however fail to 
teach or fairly suggest the claimed nonporous material. As argued by applicants 
nonporous is where the pores are eliminated through a closing action. Therefore 
the claims are interpreted as having zero porosity because the pores are 
eliminated. Navrotsky et al (6,960,327) is cited of interest for teaching a 
nanocomposite however the composite is microporous. The prior art of record 
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fails to teach or fairly suggest the claimed nonporous ceramic material having a 
ceramic phase that is ordered on a nanoscale and is thermally stable up to 
800°C and greater.
